e Night of Terror.

Parhaps one of the most thrilling expori-
pnees of the storm wasa story told by n
womnnn whodeifted pshore last night lashed
tonlog.  Her husband and two children had
taken refugeon board n schooner outsido of
Bayou Coox nnd intended toride out tho

gale. Whoen the wind eome frowm the west,
followed by o mmwomoth  wave,  the
busband and Lwao ehililren wore
wished  overboard, and  the  lugper's

mast snapping off atits foot deifted awny.
The frantic woman  jumveld  on the Hoating
timber aml in some way ashed hersolf on'it,
All night she dreifted thronsh Adims bay
and tho  neighboring bayous, nnd when day
oame sho wias pieked up by the lugger, She
wins modme L and verribly bralsed,

John A Soput, one of the many unfortu-
nate fshoermen who lived on the shoee of
Bayon Cook, told'a reporter of the Asso-

cinted press that thero was nothing loft on
the islands. On Bavou Simon, which is situ-
ated an ' Girnnd bay, there were fourtoen fAsh-
ermen deowned. 16 is sald everyithlng on
Boyou Conk is gone, not a howne loft, and the
Almighty himsell only knows how many
people are lost,

The family of fohn Barbier. a fisherman
in Bayou Cook. has been washed away. Four
children and the wife wero rescued, but the
husband and two ehildren wore drownod.

The noxv house wins occupied by o man,
wilo and two chililren. The wife and two
children wore caught in thoe water and set
off at a rapud rate in the darkness and  wero
drowned.

Told Tholr story Awmbd Toars,

Matthow Wertzez and  Dominicl Mirgo-
vich, two sailors, wero rescued by one of the
lugeers, The story they tell of the disastor
nt Grand island is horrifyine in the extrome,
They went almost wild in giving  their de-
seription of the tereible night, and cried hit-
terly. The sea was raging all day, they
sald, and toward might had inereased to an
alavming degree. About 10 o'clock it had
veered W the soulhwest,  Then camo  the
most wmeredible stovy.  These wien said they
were living on the islund at the west end,
Far out at seq, flushes of lichtnmg would
Hluminate  the  darkncess  and Lhey
could see & mawmoth wave advancing
with  preat rapidity toward  the  const,
It brought with it's noise of thunder. On
and on came the terrible thiug, growing
lurger each moment.  The island was in tho
stillness of slumber and not u single
teing could be sgen anywhere, These men
being oo’ feichtenod to go to thelir Linmes,
remained In their boats during  the nlicht,
Horviflod, they watehed the wave approach

the island until, Mo a tlash of lightnin
struck.

which there wos a veryvilarge family, not less
Lthan twentydive in all, The house wis i
ruide establishment of boards, but i had
withatood wmuny gales, and the oceupants

people,

One Man's Awful Experience,

Mr. Schurts on Sunday night had an ex-
perienve sufcient W turn o man's hair gray,
wnd when he reached tho city this morning
he showaed the vesults of the peril he had
pussold throngh. He was almost naked. ‘The
clothing he had on was torn to shreds.  His
face was hralsed, and he had not SeL recoy-
erod from the excitement he had undergone
and the frightful seenes of desth ho had
wilnessod.

Mr, Schurts says ho estimates tha loss of
Hfee oo Grand island and Chinler, and in the
Green bay, nnd Cook. Chalton and Oyster

Misx Annie Douglass of New Ovleans had
been engaged at Chinter in the capaclty of n
teaochor. Sho was well kvown in this ity
amd was ighly estecimod ot the island,  Ou
Monday morning ner body was found nmong
the wreeckage, She was quite dead ana her
remains were buried noar where she had met
her sudden death

As stated ghove, the picturs wias a torrible
one on Monaly,  "There woerescores of bodies
Iying aronund and begioning to show slgns ol
decompasition,  Under the elrcnmstances,
for the safoly of the rost of the colony, it be
came nocesaary o ke steps to bury those
who had lost their lives.

No Thme to Balld CoMns,

There was no time to build cofins, I
thero liad beon timoe there wore o tools, 1o
boards, no receptacies for' the bodies 1yine
ovorywhert.

Rebe Rando proved himself a hero, He
wns the head of o family that besides him-
solf comprised his wifo and two ohilidren,
Iheir houss had been torn to plores by the
hurricane and they wora in fmminont verit
of losing their lives,  Just about this time
tha Weber had sturted  from  her moorines
and wius swoepiog down spast Chinier with
Lhe tide, Many plunies bad becu tlown from
her deck and were distressing hoe,  Rando
swiam about in the water until he had sp-
cared sufeient lumber w make an -
prowpta valt and with this rafr be succosded
In suving himself and family from a wateny
gEravo.

Suffersd Torreibly.

The Valonee family suffored terribly. Tom
Vitlenee 1s - well known oitizen of  this city
ad highly estecmed in Granads and  other
parts of JefTerson puvish.  He bad u wife
an sevaral ehildren and Mpe, Seharts bo-
lieves that every one of them are gone, Tony
Valenee, his brother, suffered the same futo,
and so did ony's wife John Valence, stil
another momber of the family, was nmong
thesaved, but his wife aod three children
woerd among  the missing when My, Schurts
left

It will never beaceurately known just how
nuany  lwves were lost in o the storm,. The
mignty wuves sweplt with ireesistible foree
overthe land and with such o er doepLh
that it is probable that many bodies and
many who were still living were earrica
into the marshes.

As previously mentioned, the population
ol Chinder was about 1,400,

Mr, Schuets thinks 1,000 of these have
been lost, thoueh his caleulations mny be
somewhat overdreawn, Mo thought bas been
given to the monetnry domige,

Steps were immedintely tnken for the op-
ramzation of rehef parties. It is not un-
likely mnny witi perish from starvation and
thirst. ‘The wind and waves destroyed ul]
the  provisions  upon Chinjer island and
swept away all the cistorns of the residents,
I'be result is that fresh water is so seiree
that it is not suficient to relieve the thirst
of the hupndreds who are wirnout anvihing
Lo ent and scarcely anything to wenr and
who nro us homeless and  shelterless ns wis
Robinson Crusoe on his tonaely island,

Me. Schurts was one of  the party of thir-
tern that ecame to the city in the Good
Mother, traversing the company roate.
Ench of them had a thrlling s:ory to relate
and on their way up they had po waler to
driok. but fortunately they saved several
pieces of ice, with which they quenched
their thivat.

Some of those cagelea into the
marshes are still living, bot without food
and water. and they will be Hkely 1o perish

unless ussistance is sent tpem.
